Experience and observation havo only confirmed mo 
In tho political opinions which I had the honor to 
enunciate when prosecuting my canvnss In the early 
days of Confederation. We havo everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by a change in the Government at 
Ottawa. I need hardly announce, therefore, that I 
am still faithful in ray allegiance to the party of which 
Sir John A. Macdonald is tho leader. At the same 
time, if elected, I cannot promise to give that great 
party, cither in opposition or in possession of the 
Treasury Benches, a blind, unreasoning and slavish 
support; because It can easily be Imagined that ques- 
tions may ariso when to do so would he detrimental 
to tho best Interests of your large anil influential dis- 
trict. Those interests shall always be paramount to 
ovcrj- party consideration. 

Tho claims upon tho Dominion Government for tho 
constructioo of the Island Railway, in which you are 
particularlynntercstcd, must bo held inviolate. While 
other districts havo been filling up with industrious 
immigrants, tho settlement of \ancouvcr has been 
retarded by tho withdrawal of all tho Crown lands 
from preemption in the railway belt, thus rendering 
Itimpossiblo to form an estimate of the injury, direct 
and indirect, that has been perpetrated by the " how. 
not-to-do-lt" policy of tho Mackenzie Administration. 

Tho present Tariff is not suited to all sections of the 
Dominion. I bellevo that a measure can be devised 
that will bo fair and cquitablo to all tho Provinces, and 
tend to foster and encourago manufacturing, agricul- 
tural and other interests throughout Canada. Being 
quite alivo to tho necessity of great caution in dealing 
with this question, I will hero assure tho electors that, 
If successful at tho polls, their interests shall bo mado 
paramount to every other consideration when tho 
proper time arrives for legislating upon a subject of so 
much importance 

With rogard to quostlons of a local nature, such as 
postal, telegraphic, marine, otc, etc., which may como 
under tho purview of tho general government, I 
will, If returned, omit no opportunity of representing 
your wants and claims at the proper tlmo and In tho 
propor quarter. 

No time will bo lost in prosecuting a personal can- 
vass throughout tho district, and whenever practicable 
public meetings will be hold, which will enable mo to 
enter moro into detail on the above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot bo discussed 
in the space usually allotted to an address of this des- 
cription.

THE "CONVENTION" CANDI- 
DATES AND THEIR ATTEMPT 
TO STIFLE- THE POPULAR 
VOICE. 



On the 27th of July lust — three days 
after the celebrated "Convention" at 
which Messrs. DeCosmos and Dalby 
were nominated — was held, our con- 
temporary the Standard — whose editor 
is understood to be the redoubtable Mr. 
DeCosmos himself — proceeded to dis- 
cuss the cabal from the high and lofty 
pinnaclo of public opinion. Great dis- 
satisfaction had been expressed by the 
public generally at the dark-lantern 
character of the proceedings. It was 
evident that the nominations did not 
meet with the approval of the mass of 
the electors ; and signs that usually 
portend the gathering of a storm began 
to cloud the political horizon. Tho 
electors felt that they had been ignor- 
ed — that an effort was being made to 
snatch a great constitutional preroga- 
tive from their grasp, and that at least 
one candidate, whose career had been 
anything but savory, had been thrust 
ujjoii them for their suffrages. Steps 
were already in contemplation for call- 
ing a public meeting to denounce in 
strong language the power usurped by 
the "Convention," and the nominees of 
that body. Tho signs and movements 
did not escape the notice of some of the 
members of the "Convention;" who 
iaw that if they did not put forth some 
statement to allay the rising popular 
indignation their plans to sacrifice 
Messrs. Todd and Davies would be up- 
set. Therefore they had resort to 
strategy. The Chairman of tho "Con- 
vention" had been Mr. Wil, Wilson, 
about whose somewhat receding fore- 
head there clustered the still unfaded 
laurels of a recent election to tho Local 
House. The nominations, bear in 
mind, were made on the 24th July. 
On the 27th July the Standard, as wo 
have said, proceeded to discuss the 
"Convention," and in order to gild the 
pill for the public palate it produced 
letters from tho Chairman, dated ono 
day after tho "Convention," informing 
the successful candidates that they had 
been nominated (a fact of which they 
were already well aware, having been 
present and engineered the whole affair) 
and letters from the candidates accept- 
ing the nominations. In introducing 
the correspondence editorially Mr. De- 
Cosmos made use of these words : 

"It will bo seen that both gentlemen 
announce their intention of calling public 
meetings throughout the district for the

TO RATIFY THE NOMINATIONS OF THE MEET- 
ING. " 

Hero were three distinct pledges — 
First, from Mr. DeCosmos in hiscapacity 
as editor of the Standard. Next from 
Mr. DeCosmos as a candidate of the 
"Convention;" and finally from Mr. 
Dalby in the same character — to ask 
a popular endorsement of the nomina- 
tions. On Tuesday night a meeting 
wasi convened in this city by Messrs. 
DeCosmos and Dalby. It was largely 
and influentially attended. Both gen- 
tlemen spoke, and both referred to the 
"Convention," and the pledge to ask a 
popular endorsement of their nomina- 
tion. A gentlemen havingdirected atten- 
tion to the thrice-made pledge to ask 
the electors to endorse the nominations, 
tho meeting insisted on the chairman 
submitting the claims of Mr. Todd and 
Mr. Dalby to them. The chairman 
did so and Mr. Todd was chosen by an 
almost unanimous vote.

pledges of the candidates and of the 
Standard that a ratification of the nom- 
inations would bo asked at the hands of 
the electors before they should be fully 
decided on ; — and yet— and yet — we 
find those pledges disregarded and Mr. 
DeCosmos trying to run Mr. Dalby in 
spite^of a public decision to the contra- 
ry 1 This proceeding may bo in accord 
with the political ethics of some men ; 
but is it honest t Is it right / Is it 
keeping faitli with tho public ? Surely 
the Province has not yet forgotten Mr. 
DeCosmos' memorable remark in 1872, 
when, being reproached for betraying 
the people, ho replied : " To h — 11 with 
the people.

any degree of credit. We are far from 
wishing to see the ticket split, and 
the claptrap about "Mackenzie's organ" 
and "Ottawa influence" won't go down 
any more. Mr.- DeCosmos and the 
"Convention" have committed a. grave 
wrong, and they know it ; and they 
should not and will not be suffered 
unrebuked to force an obnoxious man 
upon the electors in opposition to their 
expressed wish.

Unnecessary to say, the Prince readily 
consented, and, stepping on to the plat- 
form, signed his name in the ledger, all 
his suite following his example. As 
they were about to stop down, what 
was their horror and amazement when 
the same gaunt director who had eiir 
ticed them into this place of peril put 
his hand familiarly on the Prince's 
shoulder and said: "Wait a .bit, sir; 
just one minute please," and then before 
the unfortunate Britishers could re- 
cover from their astonishment, the as- 
tute and practical Yankee, with a pre- 
sence of mind worthy of Bar mi m, 
seized a long pole, and, touching suc- 
cessively each one of his victims on the 
head as if they were wax figures, an- 
nounced: "This is Albert Edward, Prince 
of Wales, eldest son of Queen Victoria" 
etc. etc. etc.; "This is Henry Polham 
Clinton, fifth Duke of Newcastle," etc, 
etc. etc.; "This is Edward Granville.

Tho farthest point north reach- 
ed by tho Bishop during ono of his mis- 
sions on the Kyoukouk River is about 15 
miles this side of the Arctic Circle. Much 
time was spent in the Behring Sea, tho 
stoamer St. Paul, ono of tho Alaska Com- 
mercial Company's vessels running from 
St. Paul's Island to St. George's Island 
and then back again to St. Paul's to load 
sealskins. Tho samo steamer conveyed 
tho Bishop and his reverend friend to San 
Francisco, where they arrived two days 
after the City of Panama had left for this 
place on her last trip. Bishop Seghors 
and Father Mandart aro in good health 
notwithstanding the longth and toil of 
their trip to tho far North. 

Another Landmark Gone.— The brick 
building which has stood on tho cornor of 
Broad and Fort streets sinco the year 1SG3 
was demolished yesterday to make room 
for a two-story brick to bo erocted for Mr. 
James Foil. The building has a some- 
what interesting history. In 18G1 tho on- 
tiro block on the south side of Fort street 
between Broad and Douglas was enclosed 
for a public market place by Attorney- 
General Cary, John Cochrane and others, 
and a brick wall ran along tho Fort street 
side of it. Within this enclosure the first 
fair of any pretensions that took placo in 
this city was held. Subsequently, how- 
ever, it was found that the public market, 
in a pecuniary sense, was a failure. It 
was subsequently abandoned, tho wall 
alluded to was taken down and the bricks 
were used in tho erection of the identical 
building that was yesterday demolished to 
give placo to a structure of a moro sub- 
stantial and oxtensivo character. 



Ho-w and "Wlton thoy -will bo Hold. 

Tho returning oflicers in British Colum- 
bia must fix tho day of the nomination of 
candidates, and also tho day and places 
for holding tho polls. Tho nomination 
cannot tako place less than 15 days nor 
moro than 30 days after tho proclamation 
shall have been posted up, and tho day 
for holding the polls shall not bo less than 
fifteen days nor moro than thirty 
days after tho day on which tho nom- 
ination is to tako place — neither tho day 
of nomination nor tho day of posting tho 
proclamation boing reckoned. The re- 
turning officer is required to issue the pro- 
clamation within 20 days after receiving the 
writs. Twenty-five' electors may nominate 
a candidato in writing, to be filed with tho 
returning officer, along with a doposit of 
§50, to bo applied to tho payment of elec- 
tion exponsos. Tho hour of polling will 
bo from 9 a.m. till 5 o'clock p.m. Nq in- 
toxicating liquor is allowed to bo sold on 
the day of election — all liconaod housos 
must remain closed during the whole of 
election day, and treating by candidates 
or others is likewise prohibited. Tho 
voting lists used for tho oloction of rep- 
resentatives in tho House of Assembly in 
each Province will bo used at tho Do- 
minion elections. Any assault committed 
within two miles of a polling placo on 
polling day will bo deemod an aggravated 
assaultand punished accordingly. No Hags, 
banners, ensigns, ribbons, or distinguish- 
ing mark whatevor can bo carried or worn. 
Bribery is strictly prohibited under sovero 
penalties and the ballots will bo counted 
at each polling placo instead of at a com- 
mon centre. 

Peru and the Huascak Affair.— 
General Prado opened Congress in porson, 
with all tho usual ceremonies, and in his 
message declared that tho meoting of the 
Senate and House of Representatives is a 
further guaranteo for tho preservation of 
order and the institutions of tho Repub- 
lic. Tho President in this document re- 
views at somo length the condition of tho 
country, and asserts that it is moro favor- 
ablo to-day than when ho assumed tho 
reins of Government two years ago. 
Tho Huascar affair is alluded to in theso 
tonus: "If an unoxpoctod incident was 
at ono time sufficiently serious to en- 
danger our friendljtrolationa with Groat 
Britain, that dangor »is removed by tho 
conciliatory manner in which our recla- 
mation was answered. But this answer, 
although amicable, is not altogether sat- 
isfactory, since it is basod on a donial of 
of our right. Tho Government has re- 
peated its demand for redress, and ex- 
pects that it will bo concodod by Great 
Britain, taking in consideration tho hon- 
orablo dealings which always distinguish 
tho Cabinet of Her Majesty."

EUROPE 

London, Sept. 11 — Latest advices 
from Constantinople give further de- 
tails attonding tho death of Mehemet 
Ali Pasha. It seems that at Guginji, 
Plava and Kolasin, oven before tho 
arrival of Mehemet Ali, complete an- 
archy had gained tho upper hand; and 
upon his arrival at Jokova ho found 
tho greatest excitement prevailing 
among the inhabitants. Ho -was vio- 
lently upbraided with having como to 
Albania to hand over tho land to tho 
Servians. Tho agitation went ou in- 
creasing, finding vent especially in 
vehement abuse of Abdullah Pasha 
Mehemet Ali's adjutant. Tho house, 
selected by Mehemet Ali for his * lodg- 
ing was fired by tho Albanians of Jo- 
kova and Ipek. Then a fight bogan 
between tho incendiaries and Mehemet 
Ali's escort in which 20 men of tho 
latter foil towards evening. Through 
the intervention of somo Ulmas the 
conflict was appeased, tho insurgents 
promising to observe a cheerful atti- 
tude About six o'clock in tho even- 
ing, however, in Johava, where Me- 
hemet Ali still romained, a struggle 
broko out afresh, resulting in the 
death of Abdullah Pasha, with several 
officers of tho escort, and tho house in 
which they took refugo was fired. 
Mohemet Ali succeedod in escaping 
from tho burning building and in con- 
cealing himself in a shed close by; but 
his hiding place was soon discovered 
and he -was mercilessly put to death. 

London, Sept. 11 — Tho Albanian 
leaguo is said to number 4,500 well 
equipped men, determined to resist the 
occupation of their territory by any 
Christian power. There is much talk 
of Servia and Montenegro co-operating 
with Austria. There aro 36,000 in- 
surgents with forty cannon in Bosnia. 
They have an advance guard 0,000 
strong between Mocanica and Houka- 
renovac; they have fortified Belina, 
Seworink, Tuzla and Yolung. After 
the defeat of the Austrians at Bihacs, 
the insurgents invaded the Austrian 
territory at Tesc&rele, but wero driven 
back. 



DELAYED DISP ATCHES. 

A Broker Commits Suicido— Pro- 
bably a Largo Dofaultor.

San Francisco, Sept. 
ander Austin, a prominent member of 
the big board of brokers and ox-tax 
collector, committed suicide at his coun- 
try residence in San Mateo county this 
morning. So far as particulars are 
learned it seems he got up about three 
o'clock this morning, went into the 
stable and shot himself through the 
heart with a six shooter. Many rumors 
are afloat concerning the condition in 
which he leaves his aft'airs, and the 
causes leading to his suicide. Austin 
was supposed to have in his possession 
some $300,000 of protested taxes, 
which have been held by him since his 
retirement from ofiice. Ho refused to 
pay tho amount into the city treasury 
until the cases pending in the courts to 
test the validity of the protested taxes 
had been settled. Recently a decision 
was rendered under which it became 
necessary for him to turn over the 
money. Immediately following this 
decision the news was bruited about 
the city that Austin had attempted 
suicide at the Occidental Hotel. The 
rumor was denied by his medical ad- 
viser and friends, who alleged that he 
was suffering from, affection of the 
brain, resulting from over-excitement 
and hard work attendant upon recent 
activity in the stock market. Full 
faith was not accorded the explanation of 
his illness above noted, there being 
cpuite a general belief that the street 
version of the matter was correct. 

Coupled with the previous report, 
and now gaining additional credence, 
are many rumors, the general tenor of 
which is that amounts duo for taxes 
have been dissipated by losses in stocks 
and extravagance in living expenses. 
It is held by some that the funds in 
question were absorbed in tho Ralston 
failure. Whatever truth there may 
be in these reports, it is certain that 
while Austin has always protested his 
readiness to turn the money into thfl 
treasury upon the decision of tho suits, 
ho has persistently declined to state 
where tho funds were deposited. A 
dispatch just received from San Mateo 
says that Austin was in bed at the 
time he shot himself, and that no one 
was witness of the deed. 

San Francisco, Sept. 10. — For tho 
last two days there has been quite a 
run on the French Savings and Loan 
Bank, 411 Bush street, during which 
$100,000 were withdrawn. The bank 
commissioners recently went through 
the books of the concern, finding every- 
thing in a perfectly sound condition, 
and there is no known cause for the 
run. The bank is paying all demands 
in full as presented. 

San Frxncisco, Sept. 11. — Bodie 
Mining Company has declared a divi- 
dend of $3 a share, payable on the 
14th. 



Saddling tao Right Hor36. 

Editor Standard: — In your editorial 
of this morning, under tho heading of 
" Political," you endeavor to make a point 
against me in reference to the calling of a 
public meeting for the purpose of enab- 
ling tho electors to decido-'whether Mr 
Dalby or myself should bo nominated to 
run ill conjunction with Mr. DeCosmos at 
tho coming election. In reply, sir, I beg 
to stato that it was Mr. DeCosmos and 
Mr. Dalby who desired a public meeting 
to decide tho question, and in proof I will 
quoto from their replies to Mr. Wm. 
Wilson, as Chairman of the Convention, 
wherein they accept tho nomination. Mr. 
DeCosmos says, in his reply to Mr. Wil- 
son, dated July 20, ho would bo absent 
from tho city for about two weeks, and 
that on his return ho would invito tho 
oleetors to meet him in every polling divi- 
sion of tho district and ask them to con- 
cur in tho nominations of tho Convention. 
In Mr. Dalby 's reply of the samo dato, I 
I find that ho says, " I will tako an 
early opportunity of addressing the elec- 
tors at Vublic Meetings for tho purposo of 
enabling thorn to ratify the nominations 
of tho mooting." Again, quoting from 
each of their speeches at tho mooting on 
Tuesday night, Mr. DeCosmos says, "ho 
stated at the Convention ho would appeal 
to tho electors to confirm any arrange- 
ment that might bo agreed upon; that it 
had all along been determined to submit 
tho nominations to a public meeting for 
ratification." And Mr. Dalby said, "it 
was tho province of the meeting to.docide 
on tho action of the Convention and say 
whether they endorsed it or not." 

Now, sir, I think I have produced quite 
enough to satisfy both yourself and your 
readers that you woro in error in making 
me or thoso choice spirits David Higgina 
and John Robson responsible for tho past 
or coming public meetings. But, sir, I 
would ask both yourself and thoso who 
wore present at the meeting on Tuesday 
night, if either Mr. DeCosmos or Mr.

the action of the Convention. That be- 
ing tho case, and the view of that meeting 
being so unanimously in my favor, and as 
a consequence in opposition to Mr. Dalby, 
I think, as ho had just stated, tho moot- 
ing was to decide, he is bound to withdraw 
from tho contest, ."and I can sec no reason 
.why I should not again tako the field. 
.Those who wore present and heard mo 
state my position in reference to the Con- 
vention will, I think, bear mo out in say- 
ing I acted fairly and squarely in tho 
matter. I distinctly stated that I had ac- 
cepted tho verdict of the Convention, and 
that I was not then a candidate. But 
that inasmuch as Sir. DeCosmos and Mr. 
Dalby had called on that meeting to do- 
cido whether tho nominees of tho Con- 
vention should stand or not I would leave 
tho matter to tho meoting to decide, which, 
I think, thoy did in a most positive' man- 
ner, and as that decision wns in my favor, 
I tako pleasure in offering myself as a 
oandidato.
